THINKS JUVENILE COURT -
S SERIDUSLY HAMPERED

Judge Latimer Reports to President
That Some of the Present Laws
Should Be Changed.

That the present laws pertaining to
the Juvenils Court are defective In
many particulars and generally so un-
satisfactory as seriously to hamper the
work of the court, is the statement of
Judge J. Wilmer Latimer of that court
in the annual report to the President,
and by him referred to Cons‘mus.l

The report covers the work of the
<lerk and chlef probation officer for the
two years ending June 80 last. It con-
sists mainly of statistical tables, which,
it ia stated, have been prepared not
only with & view to glving a resume
of the work, but also In the hope that
the filgures may be of some value to
those Interested In and having occa-
slon to study the problems of juvenile
dellnquency generally. It is declared
the urgent need of additional probation

officers and a larger clerical force is
shown by these reports.
Regarding the unsatisfactory laws

for the court, it is stated, the Attorney
(zeneral in March., 1914, appointed a
commlittee consisting of five persons
to study the present laws and needs of
the District in this particular and to
advise hilm in the premises, accompa-
nying its report with a draft of such
a code as it helieved would give the.
District =satlsfactory Juvenile Court
laws,

This committes, which was composed
of Bernard Flexner of Chicago, chalr-
man; Miss Julla ¢. Lathrop, chief of
the children’s bureau, Department of
Labor; Rev. Willlam J. Kerby, pro-
fegsor of soclology In Catholie Tniver-
sity of America; Attorney Walter C.
Clephane of this city and Willlam H.
Baldwin of thia eity, submitted a re-
port January 16 of last vear, dealing
with the neceseglty for a revision of
the Juvenile Court laws, together wlith
drafts of two hills. One of the hills
amended the present law of the court,
and the other removed the Alsabllities
of children arising from the judgments
of econviction of crime now of record
against them in the court.

It is declared the report shows an
exhaustlve study of  Juvenile Court
legislation in the country from its be-

ginning to it present, and Judge Tati-
mer sald he unqualifledly approved the
two hills which the commlttea pre-
pared and which. were transmitted to
(‘ongEress.

The Attorney General In transmit-
ting the =aport to Congress, Decemhber
5, 1815, it is pointed out, stated, I am
of the opinion that the present juvenile
laws of the District of Columhbia are
antigquated and earnestly recommend
the passage of leglelation substantially
presented by this committes
